ARE YOU HIDING YOUR LIGHT UNDER A BUSHEL? 


One of the best investments that you, as an interior designer, can make is in 
photographs of your work. For this reason every new job should be photographed 
by the photographer doing the best work in your area. 

There are two valid reasons to justify your taking good photographs of your 
work. The first is documentation for your own records; for you will find that good 
photographs of your past work is a great aid in showing prospective clients the 
real scope of your talents. On this basis alone there is complete justification for the 
expense of good photographs. The second reason is that photographs of your work 
should be available for local and national publicity. Every interior designer- 
decorator is part of some community, whether small town or large city. Wherever 
you live there is a local and national interest in your work. Local publicity gives 
you additional stature in your community. Publicity of a national nature enhances 


your stature in your profession. 





I don’t know of one nationally-known interior designer-decorator in America ‘ 
who would be known nationally if he hadn’t made photographs of his work 
available to the local and national press. There are many designer-decorators, 


whose work first appeared in INTERIOR DESIGN magazine, who are now nationally- 





known personalities. It is erroneous to feel that it is not worth-while to have 
your work published in your own professional magazine and that your publicity | 
goal should be the large metropolitan newspapers and the consumer magazines. 
it may surprise you to know that INTERIOR DesIGN is read by every important 
editor interested in homefurnishings and interior designing and decorating in this | 
country. Many times the publicity for an interior designer in consumer magazines 
results from his work having been seen first by some consumer magazine editor 
in INTERIOR DESIGN magazine. 
Local and national publicity can be a business asset of incalculable value to 
yourself and your business. Editors of consumer magazines and the editors of the 
homefurnishings sections of newspapers are constantly looking for good material 
because of the great interest in the home today. And, from your point of view, it’s 
all free. 
I know of a number of interior designers who have expressed the opinion that 
it costs too much to get good pictures taken. It is our experience that the average 
cost for an 8” x 10” black and white photograph will range from fifteen to fifty 
dollars, making the average for the country around twenty dollars for each photo- 
graph, and we have found that from five to seven photographs will adequately 
record the average job. When you submit an estimate for a job you should also 
include in that estimate the cost of photography, because it should be considered 
one of your costs of doing business. 


Don’t hide your professional light under a bushel. 
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The perennial problem with which the interior designer 
is chiefly concerned is that of converting the older sub- 
urban house—which usually has an exterior of substantial 
and even attractive architecture, but whose interior re- 
quires complete renovating—to make it a smarter and 
more desirable place for gracious living. The example 
shown here, an older rendition of a rambling wooden 
frame house of typical late Colonial architecture, as 
renovated by Interior Designer Erica Lemle, A.I.D., 
N.S.1.D., for Mr. and Mrs, Leonard Amsterdam, in 
Hewlett Harbor, Long Island, exemplifies several notable 
tricks of décor that make it an outstanding house of 
its type. 

In the first place, the rooms actually are not of the 
imposing proportions which the photographs reveal; 
this laudable effect has been achieved by the painstaking 
efforts of the decorator with a wary eye out for cramped 


room dimensions, exposed beams, low ceilings, narrow

Atmosphere can be as important as good food in operat- 
ing a successful restaurant, and no one is more aware 
of this fact than Chicago interior designer Marion Heuer, 
A.I.D., whose diversified contract installations range from 
a sophisticated shoe salon for women to a quietly digni- 
fied funeral home. Latest in her extensive list of in- 
teriors is The Country Store restaurant, a series of inti- 
mate dining rooms created from a large cafeteria and de- 
signed around the theme of small stores and shops of the 
Victorian era. Patrons here can dine in one of five 
different rooms, related in mood, but each designed with 
an entirely different background and full of eye-catching 
appeal. The Country Store, the main room from which 
the restaurant takes its name, has walls lined with shelves 
holding typical turn-of-the-century merchandise—high 
button shoes, old spice boxes, coffee grinders and dozens 
of other antiques or replicas of antiques, the air of au- 
thenticity enhanced by an actual postoffice window and 
bulletin board with announcements of the time. In the 
cocktail lounge, red flocked wallpaper and a rich floral 
patterned carpet are used to create the atmosphere of a 
Victorian parlor with chairs upholstered in tufted red 
velvet or needlepoint, gaslight ceiling fixtures and antique 
accessories. Equally appealing is a room designed to bring 
back memories of an old opera house with handpainted 
murals depicting an opera stage and box seats in a color 
scheme of bright red and white with lots of gilt. Per- 
haps the most unusual area is the Surrey Room in which 
diners are seated in a replica of an old surrey replete 
with fringed top, black patent leather seats and booths 
flanked by buggy wheels. The fifth area, appropriately 
called The Old Cronies’ Room, is designed for men only 
and features tables inlaid with checkerboards, massive 


wood carvings on the wall and a pot-bellied stove. 
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Postoffice window and bulletin board lend an authentic 
air to Country Store room in tan and red with maple- 
finished woodwork; captain’s chairs from Charles Tu- 
teur, tables and banquettes by Pascal; antique mementoes 
of the period were gathered from various local shops. 


The Parlor cocktail lounge has true Victorian feeling 
with Piazza red flocked wallpaper, Victorian Rose floor 
covering from Contractors’ Carpet, and Jamestown 
Lounge chairs, some in red velvet, others in needle- 
point; tables by Pascal have marbleized Formica tops; 
S. J. Campbell sofa in rear is flanked by pair of antique 
ruby lamps; antique portrait above is from Helena Pen- 
rose; windows curtained in Henry Cassen white fabric. 
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Walls in back of cashier’s desk hold jars of 
penny candy and old spice boxes typical of 
early country store merchandise; counter equip- 
ment and wood partitions by Pascal; corridor 
leads to quick service counter at right, Opera 
House and Surrey dining rooms at back. 


Old Cronies’ Room upstairs in restaurant is 
for men only, contrasts bright green uphol- 
stered banquettes with natural woods, accented 
by black; Pascal tables with checkerboard tops 
are used with Charles Tuteur chairs, reproduc- 
tion lighting fixtures from New Metal Crafts 
and Fred Mauer wood carvings; Victorian an- 
tiques include pot-bellied stove and rocking 
chair; wall not shown in photograph has tele- 
vision set concealed behind shutters. 
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An old-fashioned surrey is recreated 
with white canopy and fringe by 
Smith & Hunzinger to enclose Sur- 
rey Room with Pascal booths uphol- 
stered in black patent leather; wheels 
and fenders by Fred Boger; lighting 
by New Metal Crafts. 


Gilt, white and deep red highlight

Gold Medallion House 





Chicago citizens recently had the opportunity of seeing 
a six-room house erected and furnished on the Plaza of 
the Merchandise Mart in a record-breaking 44 hours. 
The attractive tri-level structure, known as the Gold Me- 
dallion House, is the highlight of a program sponsored 
by General Electric “to live better electrically” and was 
shown to the public as part of an extensive Homefur- 
nishings Show which included “open house” on four 
floors of the Merchandise Mart. An exact duplicate of 
the house, manufactured by Plymouth Homes and built 
by L. W. Besinger in a Chicago suburban area, was 
awarded as a grand prize in a contest open to those who 
attended the Show. 

In addition to featuring the latest developments in elec- 
trical conveniences for the home, the Gold Medallion 
House offered the public a view of the newest in home- 
furnishings, assembled in attractively designed interiors 
by members of the Illinois Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Decorators, headed by Chapter president John 
M. Quinn. Although the design of each room is cred- 
ited to one or two A.I.D. members, the planning, colors 
and selection of furnishings is obviously the work of a 
team, and the overall project is one of complete design 
integration. Taking their color theme from the name of 
the house, the designers chose gold as the predominating 
hue which appears throughout the house as a major color 
or accent note, coordinated with tones of white, blue and 


melon. Appliances and heating equipment, supplied by 


78 


fifteen electrical manufacturers, were also color-coordi- 
nated by the designers to blend with the backgrounds 
and furnishings of the interiors. 

Outstanding among the electrical features is an all- 
electric heating system with units installed on walls, ceil- 
ings or as baseboards, eliminating the need for chimneys, 
furnace, ducts or radiators. Each room is individually 
controlled by thermostats. Lighting is designed to cre- 
ate any atmosphere or mood desired, achieved by light 
control systems which adjust the amount of light from 
dim for conversation or dining, to bright for reading or 
other eye-straining tasks. Two types of controls are used, 
one for overhead lighting, the other for individual lamps. 
The kitchen, of course, is replete with time-saving elec- 
trical devices including built-in cooking units, dishwasher 
and table-top water heater. 

The cost of the Gold Medallion House, complete with 
all equipment and furnishings, is $27,500; the furnishings 
alone are valued at $9,000 and represent 92 different 
manufacturers who cooperated with the Illinois Chapter 
in furnishing the interiors. Although the house was open 
for only ten days, the program is definitely to be a con- 
tinuing one. A special gold medallion has been designed 
as a symbol to be awarded builders who construct homes 
incorporating the basic electrical standards set by the 
Chicago model, and by 1960 it is expected that 100,000 
such homes will be built throughout the country. It goes 
without saying that interior designers will again play 


their part in the design of these homes.

The Royall House in Medford was built in 1732 
around the original farmhouse built by Governor 
Winthrop in 1678—a superb and charming Colonial 
home and a delight to see. It was largely through 
the efforts of Arthur L. Finney, one of our members, 
that it was so beautifully restored. 

To see the very modern building at Massachusetts

One-Room Apartment in Manhattan 


The attractive one-room apartment presented here, as 
completed by Interior Designers Shaw & Draper, A.I.D., 
is outstanding for several reasons. First, you'll notice, 
there is an impression of spaciousness—the impression 
most desirable in any small apartment in New York, the 
location of this apartment—where spaciousness is at a 
premium. The spacious effect has been contrived by a 
carefully developed plan of furniture arrangement pro- 
viding groups of furniture for various activities, still a 
new idea not utilized enough in contemporary design, and 
includes a dining area, which doubles for games of bridge 
as needed, a working area with efficient desk and lighting, 
an entertainment area with specially designed cabinet 
containing, besides a bar, units for television, radio and 
high fidelity, and a sociable area with well-lighted seating 
for conversation or reading. This latter area is deceptive, 
for it also serves another important purpose, doubling as 
a sleeping area which one would never suspect from the 
type of furniture in evidence. All these interrelated areas 
with their respective furnishings planned to meet the spe- 
cific living requirements of the owner, have been in- 
tegrated into one master plan that leaves no question that 
the interior is a designed interior. 

A contributing means of attaining the spacious effect 
is evident in the curtaining of an entire window wall and 
the carpeting from wall to wall, so that to the surveying 
eye all surfaces appear continuous and not as dimension- 
setting broken areas. 

Another important consideration is the well-integrated 
color scheme, in this instance turquoise and gold com- 
bined with charcoal and white and with orange and saf- 
fron accents, resulting in a decorative treatment at once 


smart and pleasantly livable.

For the fifth consecutive year, the annual “Leather in 
Decoration Show” proved to be a highlight of the Chicago 
market. Sponsored by The Upholstery Leather Group, 
the new show opened at the Merchandise Mart on Jan- 
uary 17th and will remain on public view for ten months. 
Its theme, Forecast: Fair Leather Ahead, is set by a 
seven-foot leather mural by William Justema of San 
Francisco who executed a stylized sunburst, kite and 
cloud design in colored leathers, sparked by bits of 
mirror, and set in a silver leaf frame as a colorful en- 
trance to the exhibit. Nucleus of the Show, coordinated by 
Everett Brown Associates, is a series of fourteen room 
settings by members of the American Institute of Deco- 
rators, with a special center section devoted to the display 
of fifteen new designs in chairs, sofas and case goods. 
Featured in the rooms were seventeen designs from the 
1957 Leather Design Competition, seven of which won 
$1,000 awards. These first-prize winners included a com- 
plete room setting by James and Marie Howell, who also 
won the same award last year; a leather-and-metal 
upholstered chair designed by Rososlav Kovacevic for 
Salterini; a Hi-Fi cabinet with doors faced in tambour 
leather, by Paul Palmer for Modern Mode; “honey- 
comb” leather curtains by E. Koepke and J. Waldheim,

executed by Arthur Hertzberg & Craftsmen; a leather- 
and-wood upholstered chair by Irving Sharrow for the 
Taylor Chair Company; architectural use of leather for 
walls, floor and stair treads by Robert E. Vick, A.I.A.. 
and a leather light switch plate by Theodore Friedman. 
Other unusual uses of leather were also in abundant evi- 
dence; a dressing room storage wall, paneled in 24-carai 
gold leather, for example; or walls and ceiling covered 
in “flank” leather in a montage design by Win Anderson 
who saw practical use of what was previously a waste 
product since this soft part of the hide is not suitable 
for upholstery material. Mark Nielsen, past-president of 
the A.I.D., created an unusual leather wall stitched and 
decorated with a trapunto motif; leather blinds, curtains, 
draperies and screens appeared in various forms; and 
recently developed metallic leathers are used in com- 
bination with natural metals in several rooms. Leading 
color was blue, yellow was second, with metallic gold a 
strong decorative note; missing were some of the most 
popular colors of the past two seasons including beige, 
pink and red although the latter color was used to great 
effect by Everett Brown, A. I. D., in his office designed 
for the Wood Office Furniture Institute with walls covered 
in rich wool felt. 


Robert E. Vick, A.J.A., won Design 
Competition architectural award for 
use of natural leathers in simple con- 
struction: burnt caramel on left wall, 
stairway, center panel and floor, gum- 
drop yellow on right wall and up- 
holstery of Jens Risom chair; leather 
light switch plate, executed by Arthur 
Hertzberg, was first prize winner by 
Theodore Friedman in decorative ac- 
cessories; walnut panels, Fine Hard- 
woods Association; brass trumpets, 
Silvestri; Chinese box and old stove, 
Feika; plants, The Flower Cart.

A feature at the January Furniture Market in Chicago 
was an exhibit by Du Pont with three room settings and 
an extensive display of the newest fabrics and carpets 
using Du Pont’s man-made fibers, the overall exhibit 
arranged under the supervision of Dorothy Liebes, 
A.1.D., fabric consultant for Du Pont’s Textile Fibers 
Department. Outstanding among the new developments 
in fabrics are a sound-absorbing drapery fabric achieved 
by a non-woven blend of Dacron and rayon producing 
a soft, dense texture; heavy, linen-like blends of Dacron 
and flax in printed and solid color fabrics, suitable for 
slipcovers or draperies; and all Dacron sheers with 
screen-printed designs or delicate embroidery patterns. 
Of particular importance in carpet fibers is a new de- 
lustered nylon staple blended with standard bright nylon 


and shown among several lines of commercial rug manu- 





facturers. Washable felt of Dacron and rayon is another 
interesting development, and one fabric designer was 
represented by several printed designs on felt. White, once 
considered impractical as a color, was very much in evi- 
dence in upholstery fabrics, for slipcovers made of 
Dacron, for example, can be safely washed and require 
little or no ironing. Another Du Pont product widely 
used on new furniture is Dacron fiberfill, a soft pliable 
and exceptionally resilient material designed especially 
for use by the stuffing industry for pillows and sleep 
products, but assuming importance in the upholstered 
furniture field for seat cushions when used over a foam 
rubber core or springs. The three room settings, pictured 
here and on the facing page, incorporate furnishings 
which illustrate many of these new developments, and 
for style and decorative interest speak for themselves.

Baccarat Comes to America 


Not long ago in a New York apartment I was offered 
brandy in a glass that excited my attention quite as much 
as the noble liquid it contained. It was a so-called “bal- 
loon glass” about the size of a grapefruit, and on it was 
engraved the unmistakeable “N” of Napoleon. 

My host had been in France during the war, and | 
wondered. ... 

“Where,” I finally asked him, “did you get this?” 

“On 57th Street,” he replied calmly. “It’s Baccarat 
crystal.” 

I knew of Baccarat crystal, but I associated it primarily 
with huge chandeliers, such as the one Baccarat made 
for the Paris Opera—the one that Lon Chaney swung on 
in the movie years ago. I had not made the connection 
between it and a shop on 57th Street which I had noticed 
recently, so the next time I passed by I entered. There 
sure enough, and on sale, were the glasses which I soon 
learned had been first exhibited at the Paris Fair of 1844, 
and were later supplied in large quantities by Baccarat to 
the Imperial Palace of Napoleon III, engraved with a 
gold “N” and crown. They are hand-blown today in the 
same furnace, in the town of Baccarat in eastern France, 
by the descendants of the original makers. 

My first question in the shop was the obvious one. 
Why had the firm of Baccarat, founded in 1765, waited 
all these years to invade the American market? The 
suave, French reply was that until recent years they did 
not need, or want, to. For 150 years Baccarat made 
literally nothing but “the crystal of kings.” The entire 
output of one furnace was reserved for Imperial Russia 
from about 1880 until the revolution of 1920 put out the 
fires of both. (I shuddered at the thought of the Russian 
Army tossing tons of those beautiful crystal glasses into 
fireplaces; I was more intrigued by the story of a “love 
temple” 18 feet high, complete with crystal furniture. 
made for an Indian maharaja.) 

The collapse of the Russian market, and the subsequent 
decline of kings throughout the world, forced the com- 
pany to look for new customers. So, in 1949, and for 
much the same reasons as Columbus, in 1492, Baccarat 
“discovered” America. And in the shop on 57th Street 
I soon discovered that I knew much less about crystal 
than I thought I did. 

I knew that crystal had lead in it, as opposed to ordi- 
nary glass, but how much, and why? The United States 
Bureau of Customs has for tariff purposes accepted the 
standard set by Europe’s leading crystal manufacturers, 
who agreed never to use less than 24% of lead oxide.

In good crystal this percentage actually runs as high as 
35% lead, which is combined with fine white sand, pot- 
ash, and the other ingredients of ordinary glass. To this 
“batch” is added a considerable quantity of broken 
crystal from rejected pieces, like stock to a good soup, 
so the longer a company has been in business, the richer 
the quality of its crystal becomes. 

(“Rock crystal”, incidentally, is a form of clear, color- 
less quartz. It is a mineral found in the ground, which 
can be shaped into solid objects such as prisms, pears, 
or balls. For this reason it was used in centuries past as 
chandelier ornaments. No holloware could be made out 
of it, and it never was as clear as manufactured lead 
crystal. It is not used commercially in modern tableware. 
According to the National Better Business Bureau, “the 
term ‘rock crystal’ as applied to glassware is inaccurate, 
and the advertising or representation of glassware as 
‘rock crystal’ . . . is an unfair trade practice and should 
be avoided.” ) 

The secret of adding lead oxide to the mixture of sand 
and potash was discovered in England about 1660. The 
resulting “flint glass,” or crystal, was so superior to 
ordinary glass that a number of factories ultimately found 
themselves making nothing but lead crystal. Its superiority 


to glass is easily discernible. 


























































The addition of lead gives an unmistakable sparkle 
and brilliance to crystal. Like a fine gem, it catches the 
light and sends it dancing away in all directions. Also, 
a crystal bowl or vase gives out a lasting musical tone 
when flicked with the fingernail. Ordinary glass rings, 
but the ring does not linger in the air as it does from 
crystal. In addition to brilliance and musical tone, the 
weight of the lead gives to crystal its fine, solid feel. 
Drinking from a crystal goblet is the pleasant antithesis 
of drinking from a paper cup. 

A fourth reason for crystal’s desirability is the fact 
that it is softer than glass, and therefore can be more 
intricately engraved and brilliantly polished. By the same 
token, however, it scratches more easily than glass, and 
must be more delicately handled. 

The lead that gives to crystal these special qualities 
also makes it expensive, not because the lead itself is 
costly, but because its addition to the batch means a long- 
er melting and cooling period. And time, in a glass 
factory as elsewhere, costs money. However, the slower 
cooling period means that many more elaborate and 
intricate pieces can be made with crystal than with quick- 
cooling glass. Otherwise, the process of making hand- 
blown crystal is much the same as that of making glass— 
a process that has remained largely the same since the 
Middle Ages. As Baccarat’s new catalogue says, “Blowing 
glass is akin to magic; it is both simple and difficult.” 

The tools have not changed since the Middle Ages, 
when the Murano glass blowers on an island near Venice 
held a near monopoly of glassmaking in the medieval 
world. Their work was so prized by the Republic of 
Venice that they were forbidden, under penalty of death, 
to leave its territory. But as compensation they were 
allowed, though commoners, to marry into the nobility. 
At that time their tools were a blowing pipe or iron, a 
punting rod (an iron rod derived from the Italian word 
ponte, meaning bridge), shears, a crude caliper, two or 
three slats of cherry wood (it chars without burning) 
to smooth or shape the flat surfaces, and one or two 
wooden pincers for opening or shaping glassware or 
holloware. The tools are the same today. 

The process begins when the “gatherer” takes out of 
the “pot”, at the end of a blow pipe, the exact amount 
needed for the piece to be made. He hands this over to 
the “marver” who blows it into rough shape, keeping it all 
the time in perfect line with his blow pipe by rolling 
the latter back and forth on the iron “arms” of his chair.

A punting rod, with a blob of molden glass at its 
end, is then brought forth and stuck to the free end 
of the piece being blown. This in turn is cracked off 
the blow pipe with a drop of cold water and a sudden 
jerk, and the punting rod, with its glass piece attached. 
is turned over to the “gaffer.” He is the finishing artist 
on the team, the number-one man, responsible for its 
achievements. With the shears and wood slats mentioned 
above he trims the piece, opens its mouth, shapes it to 
perfection, maintaining a constant rolling motion. If the 
piece gets too cool to be worked on any more he reheats 
it now and then in a small furnace called the “glory hole.” 

Finally, the finished article, cracked off the punting 
rod, is picked up in a wooden “fork” by a “boy” who 
takes it to a “lehr” or annealing oven where it is allowed 
to cool off gradually over a period of eight to twelve 
hours. Cooling too quickly would, at a later date, some- 
times years later, cause it to split or crack unexpectedly— 
for no apparent reason except invisible inner stresses. 

Each team works out of one “pot” containing the 
molten glass, or “metal.” There are ten or twelve such 
pots to a furnace, running constantly at a temperature of 
about 2500 F. These furnaces are huge things, two floors 
high and 20 to 25 feet in diameter. The pot openings 
are all on the upper level, with all the teams working 
around them, in apparent confusion but in perfect timing. 

“The dim, pungent atmosphere,” concludes the Bac- 
carat catalogue’s description, “is that of an old black- 
smith’s shop. One’s unforgettable memory is the glow 
of the furnace openings, the glory holes, and the blobs 
of molden glass swung and carried about with careless 
ease by everyone. It is beautiful.” 

The invasion of the American market has affected 
this 200-year-old tradition of Baccarat in small but 
interesting ways. A line of old-fashion and highball 
glasses has been added to accommodate our national 
thirst for whiskey. But at the same time Baccarat found it 
necessary to design a water goblet for our (to the French, 
outrageous) habit of drinking water with our meals. 
It has also recognized our craving for iced tea with a 
handsome new glass. The company has further conceded 
that an elaborate table setting of glassware is not de 
rigeur; that in fact “one glass, large, thin and clear can 
serve for all wines, making service and replacement 
simpler.” 

Colored glassware, an affront to a fine French wine, 
is also popular in America, as it has been for centuries 
in Germany, where it was necessary originally to conceal 
the opaqueness of the first Rhine wines. But Baccarat 
observes that whereas in Germany a table setting consists 
of glasses of many different colors, the American hostess 
prefers to have them all the same color, in keeping with 
the overall décor. Gold trimmings and markings are 
also popular here on both stemware and candelabra. 
Baccarat’s famous crystal chandeliers are now of course 
completely wired for electricity, and are equipped with 


American sockets.
